In a lecture on “Cardinal New- 
man and the Oxford Movement,” 
Sunday afternoon, January 28, at 3 
o’clock, St. Teresa’s college and aca- 
demy will present Masie Ward 
(Mrs. F. J. Sheed). 

Masie Ward is the daughter of 
Wilfred Ward, the biographer and 
close friend of Cardinal Newman. 
Her mother, Mrs. Wilfred Ward, 
was the author of “Tudor Sunset,” 
“Horace Blake” and “Out of Due 
Time.” Mazie Ward is an author in 
her own right. Her book, “Catholic 
Evidence Training Outlines,” has 
played a significant part in the cur- 
rent revolution in Catholic apolo- 
getics. She is the great, great grand- 
daughter of Sir Walter Scott. 

To create a medium of expression 
for the whole Catholic World, she 
and her husband, Mr. Sheed, also 
an author and lecturer, founded in 
1927 the Catholic publishing house 
of Sheed and Wal'd at London. In 
1933 an American office was opened 
in New York. 

Mazie Ward has lectred in ap- 
proximately seventy cities of Eng- 
land and America. As secretary to 
her father, she was in contact with 
the leaders of European Catholic 
thought.

Attend State Convention 

Sister James Stanislaus and Sis- 
ter Henrietta Eileen, professors of 
mathematics at St. Teresa’s college 
and academy, attended the meeting 
of the American Mathematical So- 
ciety, held at Columbia, Missouri, 
December 12.

In addition to his writing and 
publishing activities, Mr. Sheed is 
Master of the Westminster Catholic 
Evidence Guild, whose purpose is 
to teach Catholic doctrine and ex- 
plain the Catholic point of view, on 
the street corner. Mr. Sheed is in 
charge of training the Guild speak- 
ers in London, and has addressed 
in all over 3,000 street-corner and 
indoor meetings in England and 
America in the last fifteen years.
